Additionally , the board rec­ 
ommendation to the C i t y 
Council stated that further 
•tudy will be giv en the City 
Light Department’s 
electric 
rates for other possible ad­ 
justments. 
Public Works Director D. 
L. Erickson estimated the re­ 
duced r a t e 
(Schedule E) 
•would sav e the city ’s 20 in­ 
dustrial customers 
approx i­ 
mately $6 ,7 00 annually . 
Affect 116 
The 4 largest, all buy ing in 
ex cess of $10,000 worth of pow­ 
er annually , are J ournal-Star 
Printing Co., Lincoln General 
Hospital, U.S. Post 
Office 
and Nebraska Air National 
Guard. 
Consumers’ proposed rate 
reduction would affect 116 of 
its Lincoln industrial custom­ 
ers. 
Dale Renner, CPPD’s Lin­ 
coln manager, said the indus­ 
trial rate change in the city 
was proposed to begin in 


April, but confirmed t h a t 
Consumers’ board of directors 
has deferred final approv al of 
the new rate pending concur­ 
ring action by Lincoln’s mu­ 
nicipal sy stem. 
Consumers has 
estimated 
the 9.3% av erage rate reduc­ 
tion for its Lincoln industrial 
customers would cut disparity 
with Omaha’s industrial rates 
by nearly 50%. 
Erickson indicated the rec­ 
ommended rate cut w o u l d 
still 
produce 
an 
operating 
profit of $14 ,838 from this cus-

Hike Discussed 
The board discussed the pos­ 
sibility of increasing the pow­ 
er rate to the City Water De­ 
partment, 
which 
currently 
pay s a flat rate of 1.2 cents 
per kilowatt hour, 
The Minard Report 
h a s 
shown the City Light Depart­ 
ment sells power to the Wa­ 


ter Department at an 8.2% 
loss ov er cost of serv ice, or 
$6 ,94 3. 
Erickson said he w o u l d 
hav e no objection to increas­ 
ing the power rate for the 
water department to nearer 
the optimum operating mar­ 
gin of 12 to 15%. 
The board deferred action 
on any electric rate change 
for the water department un 
til additional study could be 
giv en the matter. 
Could Be Absorbed 
Erickson said a power rate 
increase could be absorbed by 
the Water Department.

At Least 6 Killed In Cleaning Plant 


Tucson, Ariz. (UPI) — A t( 
least 6 persons were killed 
and 25 others injured Friday 
when an ex plosion and 
fire 
ripped through a cleaning es­ 
tablishment here. 
The blast and fire lev elled 
the main plant of the 
Su­ 
preme Cleaners at midday . 
Rescue workers were s t i l l 
probing the debris and it was 
feared that the death toll may 
go higher. 
Officials indicated up to 50 
persons could hav e been 
in 
the building at the time of 
the blast. Reilley ’s Funeral 
Home reported that the bod­ 
ies of 6 v ictims had been re­ 
ceiv ed. 
Two Identified 
Only two hav e been identi­ 
fied. They were Cecelia Aros, 
22, and Fred Conger. 
Ad­ 
dresses were not immediately 
known. 
The ex plosion was so se­ 
v ere that it hurled a 220- 
pound slab of reinforced con­ 
crete through the corrugated 
steel roof of Musselman Cy cle 
Shop 200 y ards away . It blew 
an occupied automobile 
50 
feet across the street 
from 
its position at the place of the

blast and the subsequent fire. 
Cause of the blast and fire 
is not y et officially known. 
H o w e v e r , two employ es 
told firemen the ex plosion ap­ 
parently 
came f r o m 
the 
steam boiler in the dry clean­ 
ing area of the building. 
Fierce Blaze 
' 
The fierce blaze that swept 
through the 7 5 foot building 


kept firemen from making a 
thorough search. One m a n 
was rescued from the base­ 
ment 
after b e i n g admin­ 
istered ox y gen and plasma 
while firemen dug away the 
debris that trapped him. 
One woman who escaped 
said the ex plosion “ sounded 
like a dull thud, and t h e n 
the roof began to fall in.”

. . . Dropped Leaflets In Cuba 


Washington (if)—Gov ernment sources indicated Friday 
that fliers Robert Thompson and Robert Swanner were on 
a priv ate mission—not an official one—when they disap­ 
peared ov er Cuba in December 196 1. 
That would ex plain why the families of the missing* men, 
who told friends they were going on a leaflet-dropping flight, 
hav e receiv ed no gov ernment benefits. 
After an inquiry , the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency re­ 
portedly d e n i e d to Sert. 
G e o r ge Smathers, D-Fla., 
that the men had been in its 
employ . 
Smathers 
and two 
other 
members of Congress hav e 
been asked by the families 
for some help, at least for 
Social Security benefits. But 
the congressmen so far hav e 
been unable to determine that 
the families are eligible for 
these benefits. 
No Compensation 
The families hav e not been 
receiv ing any regular com­ 
pensation 
f r o m 
priv ate 
sources, e i t h e r . This sets 
their plight apart from that 
of the widows of 4 Americans 
shot down ov er Cuba while 
fly ing B26 bombers in the 
Bay of Pigs inv asion in Ap­ 
ril 196 1. 
These widows receiv e regu­ 
lar checks from a trust fund 
set up by the Double Chek 
Corp. of Miami. 
Indications are that the 4 
men shot down in the Bay of 
Pigs inv asion were on a gov ­ 
ernment - sponsored 
mission 
while the two fliers dropping 
leaflets 8 months later were 
not. They may hav e b e e n 
employ ed by anti-Castro ref­ 
ugees. 
Sen. Robert By rd, D.-W.Va., 
reported that the Cuban For­ 
eign Ministry has indicated 
that it nev er has found any 
trace of the f l i e r s or the 
plane. 
He said this news was re­ 
lay ed to him by the State 
Department, which asked the 
Swiss Embassy in Hav ana to 
inv estigate the fate of the 
fliers. 
Facts Meager 
The facts surrounding the 
Thompson and Swanner case 
are meager and confused, but 
this picture emerges: 
Thompson, 28, of Charles­ 
ton, W.Va., and Swanner, 26 , 
of Miami, left Fort Lauder­ 
dale, Fla., on Dec. 14 , 196 1 
in 
a 
t w i n-engine 
priv ate 
plane. Frank Fiorini of Mi­ 
ami accompanied them. 


on a leaflet-dropping mission, 
and he accompanied them to 
their first stop, a secret base 
in the Bahamas. 
Went Before 
Thompson, who made such 
flights before, had a letter 
f r o m the State Department 
forbidding him to fly ov er 
Cuba again. 
“ The men were well paid 
for what they were doing,” 
Fiorini said. “ And they were 
doing it with a green light 
from the CIA and the border 
patrol.” 
A spokesman for the Bor­ 
der 
Patrol, 
howev er, 
said 
Friday that “ we had abso­ 
lutely nothing to do with it.” 
According 
to 
F i o r i n i , 
Thompson and Swanner left 
the Bahamas base and head­ 
ed for the Cuban city of Ma- 
tanzas where they were to 
drop leaflets and return. But 
they nev er came back. 
Saw Plane Fall 
A Cuban refugee, who has 
asked that his name be with­ 
held, told the Pompano Beach 
Sun-Sentinel that he saw Cu­ 
ban antiaircraft guns destroy 
a priv ate plane after it flew 
ov er the city of Matanzas on 
Dec. 15, 196 1. 
For 15 months, the wiv es 
of Thompson a n d Swanner 
hav e been try ing to collect 
priv ate insurance and Social 
Security benefits. They hav e 
sought the help of many gov ­ 
ernment agencies and the of­ 
fices of Smathers, By rd, and 
Rep. Clifford 
Mclntire, R- 
Maine. 
Mclntire was 
approached 
because Mrs. Thompson and 
her 3 children are now liv ing 
in Presque Isle, Maine, the 
home of her father. 
An aide in Smathers’ office 
said the problem is com­ 
pounded by the difficulty of 
prov ing whether the two men 
are dead or aliv e. 
“ If they had been on a 
U n i t e d 
States • sponsored 
flight,” she said, “ the United 
States could declare them of­ 
ficially m i s s i n g and pre­ 
sumed dead. But they were 
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Fiorini said the two were | not on an official flight.”

Floridian . 
. It was the first time th e 
Castro reg ime had ackno w­ 
ledged, ev en in a left-handed 
manner, that it mig ht be at 
fault in a brush with th e 
United States. Fo r this rea­ 
so n, o fficials said, the U. S. 
no te was no t quite as to ug h 
as it mig ht o therwise hav e 
been. 
President Kennedy and his 
to p aides discussed at a mid­ 
day meeting the attack o n the 
Flo ridian by two So v iet-built 
MIGs in internatio nal waters 
20 miles no rth o f Cuba. The 
ship’s captain said in Miami 
that the MIGs fired at least

The protest rev iewed prev i­ 
ous Sov iet charges that th e 
e x i l e raiders could n ot op­ 
erate without U.S. help an d 
observ ed sarcastically : 
"It is true that statements 
are made in the U.S.A. with 
a v iew to sug g esting that the 
attacks o f the Cuban co unter­ 
rev o lutio naries, w h i c h are 
reminiscent o f the distant 
times o f the maritime bri­ 
g andag e o f the pirates, are 
no t being acco mplished fro m 
the territo ry o f the U n 1 1 e d 
States.

Linco ln chamber said. 
Withdrawal Threatened 
T he Linco ln o rganizatio n 
had already threatened with­ 
drawal fro m the state cham­ 
ber u nless the film is disco n­ 
tinu ed u ntil it is co rrected. 
Linco ln chamber president 
Willard To wnsend said h i s 
gro u p “ho pes that the peo ple 
o f Nebraska will take adv an­ 
tage o f this o ppo rtu nity to see 
and hear fo r themselv es bo th 
sides o f this issu e.” 
He said the chamber wants 
it clearly understo o d that its 


po sitio n is no t that the film 
o ug ht to be withdrawn but 
that it needs to be co rrected 
“ to co nfo rm with the stated 
o bjectiv es o f its spo nso rs.” 
'Hie Linco ln chamber has 
maintained that rather than 
sho wing efficiency in go v ern- 
m e n t and a fu nctio nal ap­ 
pro ach to bu dgeting, the film 
co nstitu tes a who lesale de­ 
nu nciatio n o f state spending 
and pu blic pro grams o f the 
past 20 y ears. It argu es that 
the f i l m is, therefo re, de­ 
stru ctiv e o f pu blic co nfidence 
in state go v ernment and a 
threat to fu lfillment o f fu ­ 
tu re state needs in many 
areas. 
Meanwhile, the Grand Is­ 
land and Yo rk chambers o f 
co mmerce went o n reco rd 
Friday endo rsing the film.

Into the office yesterday came a man 
with a news story. He stopped to comment 
on a recent editorial which discussed a 
controversial issue. He assumed the edi­ 
torial was basically right but, on the other 
hand, he assumed there was something to 
be said on both sides of the issue. It is 
rather peculiar the way anyone can say 
anything these days and so many people 
will assume that it has at least some merit 
or validity. 
A lie is simply a lie and the fact that 
someone ex pounds it cannot possibly give 
it any validity. A lie 
cannot be a little right 
and a little wrong. If 
someone violates the 
law, he is not a little 
bit guilty and a little innocent—he is guilty, 
period. Many things are not so black and 
white but it seems now and then that we 
have adopted gray as the classification for 
everything. Now and then there are things 
that are all black or all white and people 
should make an effort to see what the real 
color of things is. To assume a semblance 
of truth in everything that is said or that 
appears in print is to license and encourage 
every crackpot, every prejudiced person 
and every irresponsible person. 
Why will so many people assume that 
the minute something becomes public 
knowledge, it automatically has some 
validity? Maybe it is something of the 
same reasoning found in so many other 
things—they have sort of become a part 
of what might loosely be called the human 
herd. They are losing their individuality, 
their capacity to think independently, their 
courage and even their enthusiasm. 
It doesn’t seem worth it to them to take 
the time and make the effort to find the 
truth so they settle for a sort of average 
all along the line which leaves them content 
in any and all circumstances and company. 
A recent item in the Wall Street Journal 
demonstrates the situation in another way.

The article reported that a foreign 
manufacturer plans to market an 18k gold, 
$500 cigarette lighter in the U.S. to “help 
elevate the cigarette lighter industry from 
its cheap novelty image.” The American 
people must be some kind of nuts if it 
takes a $500 price tag to convince 
them 
of quality. Significantly, this manufacturer 
did not decide merely to make an im­ 
proved, inex pensive lighter. The American 
people have bought so much of such junk 
in the form of merchandise that you cringe 
at the thought of it. We have had foreign 
lighters that fell apart in less than a 
week, bicycle lights that didn’t last a day 


a nd a ho st o f o ther such impo rts tha t were 
no t wo rth ta king o ut o f the sto re. And a 
lo t o f the time, we pa id g o o d mo ney fo r 
them. 
The ex perience ha s been such tha t we 
ha v e cured o urselv es o f buy ing such pro d­ 
ucts. They were bo ug ht in the first pla ce 
beca use they were a do lla r o r so lo wer in 
price tha n the America n pro duct. We 
tho ug ht we were g etting a dea l a nd a ll we 
were g etting wa s a n inferio r pro duct. We 
wa nted so mething we weren’t willing to pa y 
for. It is so rt o f like the peo ple who a re 
g o ing cra zy these da y s o v er such g a mes a s 
Spell C-A-S-H, Split the Do lla r, Super 
Poker, Insta nt Bucks a nd Hidden Trea sure. 


They are all games of chance being 
sponsored by various chain stores and 
supermarkets to lure customers. Winners 
can make up to $100 by getting, in the 
course of buying groceries, the right com­ 
bination of letters, symbols, etc. In the 
midst of this, we wonder what has hap­ 
pened to the price of meat and fear an 
investigation might cause housewives to 
think meat is too ex pensive. 
What has happened to the price of 
meat? For one thing, it is paying its 
share of the silly games that silly people 
are playing in the child-like belief that they 
are getting something for nothing. Who 
would ever have believed that New York 
promoters inventing games would come to 
have a share in the profits that are made 
all along the line off a side of beef? 
And if we aren’t looking for a pot at 
the end of the rainbow, we are going after 
status—going so fast

As a young mission­ 
ary he had gone into the Panhandle to 
look after the interests of a small Nisei 
flock.

An Unfortunate Situation 


WASHINGTON - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy is crying re­ 
form again, and the Capitol 
marblework is crawling with 
lobbyists who have 
be e n 
hired to protect every tax 
privilege on the books. 
Probably the most glaring 
loophole is the oil depletion 
allowance. This gives oilmen 
a 271/2 per cent tax rebate 
on the cost of every barrel 
of oil taken out of the 
ground. The hooker: 
T he y 
can go on taking the deduc­ 
tion long after they have re­ 
covered their investment. 
The oil tycoons have also 
wangled other special allow­ 
ances from Congress, “gold­ 
en gimmicks'” which permit 
them to write off ex plora­ 
tion, depreciation, and just 
about everything else. 
Thus drilling for oil has 
become a “heads I win, tails 
you lose” proposition. If an 
oilman strikes it rich, he 
keeps the lion’s share of the 
profit. If he hits a dry hole, 
Uncle Sam stands most of 
the loss. 
Lawyers and accountants 
for Superior Oil, which made 
a $65,000,000 profit in s ix 
years, found so many loop­ 
holes that they not only es­ 
caped tax es completely but 
banked a $425,000 treasury 
rebate during the same pe­ 
riod. 
A small firm, 
General 
American of Tex as, m a d e 
$9,000,000 in 1957, didn’t pay 
a penny in tax es, and col­ 
lected a $5,000 tax credit. 
The nex t year, the firm 
m a d e $7,000,000 paid no 


City Engineer Carl Fisher put it mildly 
when he said it was unfortunate that new 
paving in Leighton St. would be tom up 
for construction of a new water feeder 
main. Less than a year after the paving 
was installed with wheel tax funds, it is 
to be torn up for installation of a new 
water main. 
The entire street will not be torn up 
and the asphalt involved is only two inches 
thick. Thus, the cost might not be ex ten­ 
sive but it would seem to be a needless 
ex pense. It is this sort of thing that does 
immeasurable harm to the image of such 
public groups as the City Council. 
Certainly, the city can plan well enough 
in advance and coordinate its work in all 
departments in such a way as to avoid 
this kind of waste. The error is one that 
should not be made again. 


Also, Fisher reports that his depart­ 
ment will soon have resurfacing recom­ 
mendations ready for the City Council. 
Another $200,000 of this work is ex pected 
to be done this summer under the current 
11-year street improvement program. This 
program should be coordinated with fu­ 
ture utility plans as well as future street 
plans. 
The city has a traffic engineer now 
whose job it is to give this city a good and 
efficient street system. No resurfacing pro­ 
gram should be adopted without the rec­ 
ommendations of the traffic engineer. He 
is the one who is ex pected to know the 
present and future traffic demands and 
match them to the street work that is done. 
Money can be as easily wasted in unco­ 
ordinated traffic movement planning as it 
can in uncoordinated street and utility work.

The Price Of Peas 
From The Washington Post 
Mr. Khrushchev’s agriculture struggles 
under such a ponderous load of natural 
and man-made burdens that it is a won­ 
der that it moves ahead at all. Among these 
burdens are a capricious climate, stingy 
soil, shortage of capital, collectivization 
and, one sometimes suspects, Mr. Khru­ 
shchev himself. 
L a s t spring the Soviet leader 
an- 
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nounced that he had the key to unlock 
agricultural bounty — the conversion to 
grain of lands formerly in grass. He con­ 
verted almost 20 million acres, about a 
quarter of the grasslands, and he put to 
the plow about half of the 36 million acres 
lying fallow in rotation. 
The grain harvest for 1962, including 
crops not counted as grain in the West, 
rose about 5 per cent to a claimed record 
of 144 million tons; the target figure, no 
longer published, is estimated at 164. By 
some estimates, the yield-per-acre actually 
fell. The land taken from grasslands low­ 
ered the area available for animal produc­ 
tion, which in mid-year was in such poor 
shape that meat and milk prices had to 
be raised to depress demand. Land can 
be converted only once from grasslands, 
of course, so this was a one-shot move. 
The land taken from fallow meant a slip­ 
page in soil replenishment, particularly 
serious in the precarious 
vi r gi n lands. 
Yields fell as corn was pushed into areas 
unsuitable for it. More grief surely 
l i e s 
ahead. 
Mr. Khrushchev, formerly known as 
the “corn man,” is still fighting. He has 
apparently switched to peas. His hapless 
new minister of agriculture, it turns out, 
is a distinguished pea producer. Peas are 
becoming, in Mr. Khrushchev’s words “a 
truly mighty force.” 
The peasants, of course, if freed to 
farm as they choose, might also become 
“a tru ly mighty force.” Mr. Khrushchev 
knows this and acts accordingly. 


WASHINGTON - Sen. 
Thomas Kuchel, who handily 
survived a Democratic, tri­ 
umph in California last fall, 
is the leading Republican of 
the now-biggest state and in­ 
deed the only one to hold a 
powerful elective office. Yet 
he was the last to learn that 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller was 
disavowing 
former 
Gov. 
Goodwin Knight’s announced 
plan to set up a Califomia- 
for-Rockefeller headquarters. 
The headlines blared that 
Rockefeller 
p r o t e s t e d 
Knight’s action and had so 
informed former Vice-Presi­ 
dent Richard Nix on and for­ 
mer Sen. William F. Know- 
land by telephone. 
Under­ 
standably, Kuchel attended 
to some Senate business be­ 
fore returning a belated call 
from Albany. 
The incident is typical of 
the problems that 
be s e t 
Rockefeller as he seeks the 
nomination for president nex t 
year of his divided party. It 
had already been apparent 
that this is the winter of his 
conservative bent. 
Perhaps he is now the 
more conscious of his need 
to appear sufficiently con­ 
servative because nex t week­ 
end he takes off for two Mid­ 
west conservative bastions of 
the party, Kansas and Ne­ 
braska. In Kansas particu­ 
larly, the John Birch Society 
is strong.

Nor is any ambitious poli­ 
tician, Democrats included, 
to be blamed if he seeks to 
tread warily in the volatine 
politics of California. T he 
Birchers have just captured 
the state’s young Republican 
clubs, but the activist adult 
group, the Republican As­ 
sembly, repelled a Birch-led 


offensive and remains in 
moderate hands. 
The personality spectrum 
varies from Kuchel, a mod­ 
erate liberal who keeps im­ 
maculate his appeal to in­ 
dependent voters, to Know- 
land, a right-winger who ad­ 
vocated 
the 
right-to-work 
bill. Nix on tries to hold the 
center. 
Knight is in a class by 
himself. Earl Warren w a s 
too liberal for the 
t he n 
Lieut.-Governor Knight, but 
when Warren vacated the 
governorship to 
be c o m e 
chief justice, Knight followed 
Warren policy and became 
friendly to labor. Many ob­ 
servers believe he 
c o ul d 
have been elected govc rnor 
in 1958, but he was shunted 
into the race for senator so 
Senator Knowland c o ul d 
run for governor. Both lost. 
Knight made no secret of 
his anger at Nix on—charg­ 
ing that the then vice-presi­ 
dent arranged the deal in 
the Nix on interest — and at 
Knowland. Since then Nix on 
has lost the presidency and 
the governorship. 
Certainly a K n i g h t-con- 
trolled headquarters would 
not be in Rockefeller’s in­ 
terest. Still he has many 
friends and connections in 
television. Also, in politics 
more than most places, the 
proverb that one has no little 
enemies rings true. 
The Kuchel ex perience has 
been repeated in other quar­ 
ters regarded as represent­ 
ing the party’s liberal wing. 
In fact, the only established 
base of Rockefeller support 
is the eastern international­ 
ist seaboard. Perhaps this 
only adds to his feverish de­ 
termination to court the con­ 
servatives.

is just two weeks away from 
its traditional Easter recess, 
its only pause in a 6-month 
grind.

Perhaps the most striking 
characteristic of this 1963 
edition is its desire to con­ 
sider all major issues on the 
floor. Almost nothing of con­ 
sequence is being killed in 
committee. 
Efforts 
to

bills 
which have been ax ed have 
been successful without ex ­ 
ception, and it has been ex ­ 
traordinarily easy to ob­ 
tain legislative approval for 
introduction of new bills be­ 
yond the 20-day deadline.

they were never heard of 
again. 
What has changed? 
P e r ha p s the greatest 
change is in toe composi­ 
tion of standing committees. 
A healthy balance has been 
achieved, a balance which 
was not prevalent in toe 1961 
session when at least two 
committees were he a vi l y 
weighted on the side o t in­ 
action. 
Secondly, of course, there 
has been a change in mem­ 
bership of the Legislature. 
A couple of former senators 
who were plain and simple 
obstructionists arc gone. This 
year’s crop of freshmen has 
decided to be 
seen—and 
heard. 
it ir ir 
Third, committee c ha i r - 
men are generally ex cellent. 
And then there is Terry. 
Mr. Carpenter is quite an 
ex traordinary man. 
He has presented to toe 
Legislature a number of cru­ 
cial issues which it w o ul d 
never have considered if he 
had not been a member. He 
has steered many through 
committee, including a host 
of revenue measures. 
Issues are receiving a full 
discussion on the floor for 
all these reasons—and more. 
Out on the floor itself, it 
is Carpenter who has acted 
as leader, as sort of a whip. 
It is Carpenter who p r e ­ 
sents time-saving opportuni­ 
ties which speed toe legisla­ 
tive process. He’s always a 
bill or two ahead of toe pace, 
clearing obstacles, keeping 


to e flo w stea dy a nd uninter­ 
rupted.

ten for another 13 weeks or 
so.

night. The toss is cov ered by 
•insurance. 
Missing, she said, were a 
diamond necklace worth $100,- 
000, an antiq ue emerald neck­ 
lace valued at $8 0,000, a pair 
of diamond earrings 
w or t h 
$48 ,000, and many other jew­ 
els. 
Also missing was the Bis­ 
marcks’ butler, 32-y ear-old 
Angelo Valentini. His wi f e , 
who works as a maid for the 
countess, said he 
admitted 
pawning gold plates, candel­ 
abra, and a silver platter. 
The maid, Maria Valentini, 
informed the Countess and 
Count Edward Bismarck and 
they immediately checked the 
case in which the jewels were 
kcf^ It was empty . 
Police immediately broad­ 
cast descriptions of the jew­ 
els and the butler.
